ORGANIZATION O¥ THE EXPOSITION 


to last year cannot, by reason of their compara- 
tive insignificance, be looked upon as the pre- 
cursors of the grand show of 1863, and the still 
grander one that opens to-dar, yet the briefest 
posable mention of them, and of the orrganiza- 
tion of last year’s Exposition, may be of inter- 
est. In 1855 the State Fam was beld in Chicago, 
and in 1859 m Freeport, when an enterprising 
Chicagoan got up an opposition show which he 
called the United States Fair, and which, 
located im the grage near the Chicago University, 
wae eminently suceessfuh Then came Mechan- 
ses’ Institute exhibitions, the North western Sani- 
tary Fair, the Fair of the Sanitary Commission, 
and, later on, numberless poultry and horticuitur- 
al exhibitions, which were more or less meritori- 
ous, and were successful accordingly. 
hibition by the 

WOOLEN MANUFACTURERS AND WOOL-GROWERS' 


held in Chicago id 1868, was the last of our great 
Exposition s forerunners, and, m a certain sense, 
it may, in conjunction with the Jubilee idea, 
which was mooted the year after the 
great fire, clan the honor of being 
one of our present Exposition’s progenitors. 
The Jubilee project was sentimental or emotion- 
al rather than practical, and what little bold it 
had on the public mind was soon merged into 
the more business-like project, set forth late in 
June, 1872, of a permanent institution in the 
way of 


This project wassupported by O. 8. Hough, J. 


Drake, George 8. Bowen, and J. Irving Pearce, 
who obtained the necessary license, and decided 
upon September or October, 1873, as the fittest 
time to open their show. Tux Tannen indorsed 
the scheme, bat the public proved apathetic, 
and it was for tke time being aban- 
doned. In the same year Richard 
Edwards brought out bis Haas-Park scheme, a 
visionary affair which flickered faintly for a short 
time, and was puffed out by popular indifference.

That the lake from sug- 
gestion wae the one, however, 
wes amply pro on the evening 
following, when the Committee unanimously 
passed clear and definite resolutions expressing 
as the sense of the meeting thata great Inter- 
State Industrial Exhibition should be held u the 
fall, commencing about Sept. 15 and continuing 
four or more weeks; that the Lake Park, north 
of Congress street, was the most eligible site. 
and calling for a maes ef the citizens of 
Chicage at the Chamber of Commerce to sub- 
scribe a guarantee capital of $150,000. Numer- 
wally 
THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE MEETING 
was not a success, bat the character of those 
who attended uu made up amply for 
this. Mr. Coolbaugh, who called the meeting 
to order, expressed himself doubtful of the Ex- 
istence of a public indorsement of the exposi- 
tion scheme. He was followed by Henry Greeve- 
baum, who took a very melancholy view of Chi- 
cago, aad of the Exposition's chances of success. 
This bad the happy effect of purging Mr. Cool- 
baugh of his doubts on the subject, and the iat- 
ter gentleman became henceforward a hearty 
promoter of the scheme. The Mayor and sev- 
eral other gentlemen followed with b ul 
views of the Expositiou’s success. A futile at- 
tempt was made at this meeung to change the 
location chosen toa epot just north of Hyde 
Park, which had been offered by the Mayor of 
that villege on very generous terms. Before the 
close of the meeting, which was presided over 
by the Hon. John P. Reynolds, the future See- 
retary of the Association, resolutions were 
adopted fixing the capital stock of tae Association 
at $158,000, in shares of $100 each, $50,000 to be 
subscribed im each division of the city. A com- 
mittee of pine was ‘nied to superintend tue 
matter of soliciting subscriptions and perfecting 
the incorporation of the Exposition Company, 
and not least important among amorg the reso- 
lutions which passed unanimously was the final 
one which decided that the name of the associa- 
tion to be at once formed should be Ide Inter- 
State Industrial Exposition of Chicago.”
